Three women were instantly killed nn-I 


two men badly hurt on Saturday morri ..; 
near Grant ham, Cumberland county,\\ h. u 
the milk train due in Gettysburg at 10:38 
struck an automobile which had backed 
onto the track. Samuel Weiser, of Get- 
tysburg, is conductor of the train, and 
Chas. Todd, Harrisburg, engineer. The 
dead are: Mrs. Di'niel Winter, of Cham- 
bersburg; Mrs. J. Jj. Myers, near Green- 
castle; Mrs. Cyrus Carbaugh, of near 
Chambersburg. The men hurt are1 Dan- 
iel Winter and son. Mrs. Myers' daught- 
er, the sixth occupant of the car, was 
thrown clear of the wreckage and escaped 
injury. The party were on their way from 
Chambersburg to attend the conference in 
session at the Messiah Bible School at 
Grantham. Mr Winter was .driving the 
machine and the tracks had been crossed 
safely. The automobile stopped when 
part way up the sharp incline on the other 
side and Mr. Winter allowed it to drift 
back to the foot of the hill. The rear 
wheels were resting on the railroad track 
when he again applied the power to make 
the hill but before the machine started the 
train, which could not be heard on ac- 
count of the curtains being on tho auto, 
came around the sharp curve and struck 
the car. The three women were on the 
rear seat and received the full impact of 
the shock. They were all dead when mem- 
bers of the train crew reached them. Two 
of them were badly mangled. Mr. Wint- 
:r and his son were badly cut about the 
:iead. The little girl escaped injury en- 
tirely. 


After the accident Clarence Myers, of 


Grantham, ran to the scene and assisted 
in picking up the victims of the wreck.

It was at 9.45 o'clock Sunday night 
that the alarm was given of tbe ap­ 
proach of the second Zeppelin. 
In a 
few minutes the city was plunged la 
darkness. 
Being Sunday night, the 
boulevards wore thronged with prome- 
naders and the theatres, moving pic­ 
ture 
places 
and 
restaurants 
were 
crowded. 
The toll of death from the raid of 
the night before had made no impres- 
Blon on tho cool Parisians who dis­ 
played the insatiable curiosity for 
which they aro reputed and flocked 
into the streets and gazed skyward 
in tho hope of getting a glimpse of 
the invader, unmoved by the possible 
prospect of the horriblo death missies 
which might fall from the gloomy sky. 
At 11.15 o'clock P. M., the firemen's 
bugles announced that all danger had 
been passed and a number of lights^ 
suillcient to enable persons homeward 
bound to find their way, were turned 
on. 
The French official report of the In­ 
vasion says the special anti-aircraft 
batteries were at once brought Into 
action against the Zeppelin, and aero­ 
planes v/ent in pursuit of the invader. 
The bombs hurled by tho Zeppelin for 
the most part fell harmilessly Into au- 
burban fields. No damage was report­ 
ed. 
That the less of life in Saturday'« 
raid did not run into an enormous 
total is remarkable. 
One of the pro­ 
jectiles thrown 
from 
the 
diriglbl# 
wrecked part of tho Bub»vay immedi­ 
ately alter a crowded train pa?sed. 
If the train had been struck, hun­ 
dreds would doubtless have been kill­ 
ed. 
President Poincare, who visi e l 
the stricken district and spent three 
hours giving such comfort as he could 
to the families of victims, was deeply 
touched by the sçones cf deiolatlon.

I did 
not know how rny cousin was to ap- 
pear from that box, but I stood with 
eyes glued on the number from 10 
o'clock in the morning until the middle 
of the afternoon, afraid to look else- 
where for fear my cousin would come 
in the meantime. 


"When at last I heard two men at 


one of the windows talking my lan- 
guage I told them my story. 
They 


explained that 1 was in the postoffice 
and that my cousin might not go there 
for several days. I should have been 
in a bad fix had not one of the men 
invited me to come and do odd jobs at 
his boarding house and earn my keep. 


"My cousin did not come to town for 


three weeks, and when he did he did 
not help me because he could not. He 
had all he could do to earn a living. 


"Then I worked in a railroad con- 


struction camp one summer and re- 
turned to the city with the intention 
of going to school and learning Eng- 
lish. My first employer agreed to give 
ine my board for helping with the 
milking, but I had not gone to school 
many days when he met with an acci- 
dent. He/persuaded me that I would 
learn English faster driving a milk 
route than by going to school, so I be- 
came a dairyman and worked until 1 
bad saved $1,000."

Science in the Kitchen. 


To plan a kitchen successfully one 


must consider carefully the scientific 
arrangement thereof. After the loca- 
tion of the stove has been decided 
upon, the sink must be placed. This 
necessitates a consultation with the 
plumber, as well as with the architect, 
Eince its position is largely dependent 
upon the location of the water pipes 
and upon the drainage. 
. A generous space should be allotted 
to the sink; also, it should be suffi* 
r»ently large to permit two persons to 
work comfortably there. It must-be 
well lighted by ample windows placed 
above it; if these are double-hung 
sash windows, one may have the maxi- 
mum of fresh air, even in extremely 
cold weather, with no discomfort 
while washing, dishes or otherwise 
working at th-i sink.

Man Accused of Murder 


Tells of Events. 


Gettysburg, Jan. 29.—Oliver Sharrah, 


on trial here for the murder of Peter 1. 
Deardorff, which occurred on the night of 
October 15, 1915, in the upper end of the 
county, was placed on the stand on Thurs- 
day afternoon, and, altho the testimony is 
too lengthy to give all in detail, we present 
parts of most interest. 


Mrs. Sharrah, wife of the accused gave 


testimony, but at the opening of Court in 
.the afternoon Court ordered that Mrs. 
Sharrah's testimony be stricken from the 
records and that the witness be withdrawn 
from the stand. He instructed the jury 
to disregard any testimony that she had 
given during her peiiod on the stand. 


The testimony of Squire J. L. Hill had 


to do with the Sharrah's laying an infor- 
mation against Peter I. Deardorff charg- 
ing him with rape. A warrant was also 
issued for Deardorff's arrest but was never 
served. 


Dr. Woomer told of his visit to the 


house as physician after deardorff was 
wounded and later in his capacity of coro- 
ner of Adams county. He stated Sharrah 
had declared to him several weeks before 
the crime that he was going to kill Dear- 
dorff and upon going to the house after 
Deardorff s death said to Sharrah, "Well, 
01. you did what you said you would", 
and the other answered simply "Yes". 
He said he would not leave the premises 
and would go any place Dr. Woomer ask- 
ed him to. 


Shurrah showed no sign of emotion on 


the stand with the exception of one time, 
when he looked at his wife and little daugh- 
ter at the table of his attorneys. Tears 
could be seen in his eyes, but only for a 
moment while argument of counsel was 
being heard. 


The prisoner told of his friendship with 


Peter Deardorff, the decedent, which cov- 
ered a period of twenty years and stated 
that the two had been on good terms un- 
til the last year. 


In the early part of last year, he stated, 


owing to alleged illicit relations between 
Deardorff and his (Sharrah's) wife, their 
friendship waned and terminated in the 
tragedy of last October. Sharrah declared 
Deardorff came to his home frequently, as 
many as two and three times a week. Re- 
ports became circulated in the neighbor- 
hood, said the witness, of Deardorff's, in- 
timacy with his wife, and he confronted 
the decedent with these facts. When he 
told him people were talking about it, he 
declared on the stand, Deardorff replied 
"To h 
with the people. I don't care 


for them." He repeatedly warned the 
man to stay away from his home but says 
he received smiles from Deardorff, and 
such remarks as, "I don't have to go," ''I 
have as much right here as you have", 
and ' You can't keep me away." 


Particularly the early spring months ol 


last year, when sales were being held about 
the county, did Deardorff frequent the 
Sharrah home, said the accused. Shar- 
rah attended many of the sales for pas- 
time and according to his story upon re- 
turning home in the evening often found 
Deardorff there. Asked how many times 
he had told Deardorff to leavd^his house, 
he said, "I don't think I am too strong in 
saying 1000 times, all told." Deardorff 
would make fun of him every time he or- 
dered him out of his house saying he would 
go when he got ready. 


That this shooting was in self defense 


was the trend of the testimony of Oliver 
Sharrah on. the witness stand on Friday 
afternoon. The night of the tragedy, 
Sharrah declared, Deardorff was advanc- 
ing with hand behind his back and threat- 
ening to "knock his head off." Then it 
was tnat Sharrah, shotgun in hand, fired, 
believing, he claims, that Deardorff was 
reaching for a revolver as he stepped for- 
ward. 


Sharrah related at length, on Friday af- 


ternoon, the events of the evening leading 
up to the killing. He said that he was at 
Cashtown that night Deardorff had offer- 
ed him two horses and a buggy or three 


^s if he would drop the case he had 


jrought against him before Squire Hill. 
Sharrah said he replied that he wanted 
'satisfaction" and not money. Deardorff 
ihen offered to stop at the Sharrah house, 
on his way home, Sharrah saying he could 
stop at the road but could not come into 
the house. 


Later in the evening, according to the 


accused man, he and Mrs. Sharrah were 
sitting in the room at their home when 
Deardorff walked in, and paid no atten- 
tion when Sharrah ordered him out but 
started to make advances to his (Shar- 
rah's) wife. The two men started to tus- 
sle over the woman and Sharrah warned 


"Whenever I go, she goes 
not afraid of you ii you do 


answering, 
along. I'm 
have a gun " Mrs. Sharrah was between 
the two men, trying to get the gun from 
her husband. Then an oath and a threat 
to "knock his head off," Deardorfi' jump- 
ed to the landing and was stepping toward 
Sharrah with one hand hehiiid his back, 
when he (Sharrah) pullled the trigger of 
the shotgun. 


Sharrah, who gives his age as 37 years, 


is of small stature and weighs about 130 
pounds. 


His wife is a woman of medium height, 


with light hair and a rather hard expres- 
sion. Her little, healthy looking daughter 
accompanies her to the court room, sitting 
by her side without realizing that her fath- 
er is on trial for murder. Mrs. Sharrah 
keeps her head bowed through most of the 
proceedings. 


On cross examination Sharrah stated 


that he did not shoot at any particular 
part of Deardorffs body, and did not 
shoot to kill the man. 


After having braved the grilling cross 


examination of Attorney Keith, for the 
prosecution, the entire day, Oliver Sharrah 
was excused from the stand on Monday 
afternoon, the Commonwealth attorneys 
not being able to swerve him in the least 
from his testimony in chief, nor confuse 
him with the rigid examination on the 
minutest details leading up to the tragedy 
of last October 9th. When the Common- 
wealth attorney had completed his cross 
examination of Sharrah, one other witness 
was called by the defense. 


Testimony was taken on Tuesday from 


neighbors of both the murdered man and 
Sharrah. 
Sharrah doesn't seem to be 


popular in his neighborhood, but the wit- 
nesses gave him credit for some virtues, 
and mentioned nothing to his special dis- 
credit except his craving for liquor. Altho 
•xaminution of the main witnesses is "fin- 
ished, it is not*known when the case will 
be left in the jury's hands. 


Dealer Levied Upon Horses. 
Taking advantage of the appearance of 


the presence of A. B Dill, of York, at Ad- 
ams county court, Roy C. Taughinbaugh, 
of New Oxford, had a team of horses 
belonging to the York man levied upon to 
satisfy a note, on which Dill failed to 
make payment at maturity. Incidentally 
the serving of the writ called for some de- 
termined action on the part of ex-Sheriff 
Thompson, who was deputized by Sheriff 
Hartman to discharge the duty. Dill was 
made defendant in an action brought by 
S. R. Haverstock. charging him with false 
pretense. He came to Gettysburg with a 
man named Viant, on Tuesday and Tnugh- 
inbaugh learned he was there. He had 
Sheriff Hartman issue an execution on the 
note for the attachment of the outfit of 
Dill, which had been placed in the Lincoln 
Way hotel stable. Sheriff Hartman was 
busy with his duties at the Court house 
and swore in Mr. Thompson as his depu- 
ty. 
Ex-Sheriff Thompson went to the ho- 


tel stable and found Dill and Viant pre- 
paring to make their departure' 
Deputy 


Thompson ordered the men not to remove 
their team, but they laughed at him and 
continued to harness the horses. At this 
juncture Mr. Thompson stripped off his 
coat and defied the men to take the team. 
However no more strenuous work was ne- 
cessary for the two men loft the team in 
Mr. Thompson's charge. 
Later Viant 


served notice to Sheriff Hartman that he 
owns one of the horses.—Star & Sentinel.

He stepped 
down into a little room leading off from 
the stairway.

Wreck near Berlin Junction. 
Six empty freight cars were derailed on 


the Western Maryland railroad, a short 
distance east of Berlin Junction, about 6 
o'clock on Monday morning. The wreck 
was caused by the train parting. One of 
the heavy Warnock Mallet engines was 
taking a load of seventy-five empties west 
and the crash came when two of the cars 
parted about two-thirds of the way from 
the locomotive to the rear of the train. 
The breaks were put on automatically; 
the cars buckled and were thrown over 
the track and at the side.

imal system in ancient Ration there 
was the sexagesimal system based up- 
on the count by sixties and originat- 
ing in the discovery that there is no 
number which has so many divisors 
as sixty. It can be divided without 
remainder by 2, 3, 4, 5, 6, 10, 12, 15, 20 
and 30. 


Babylonians divided the sun's path 


into twenty-four parasangs, the lat- 
ter representing about four and one- 
half miles. The astronomers of that 
day compared the progress of the Min 
during one hour to the progress made 
by a good walker during the same pe- 
riod of tiine, each accomplishing one 
para sang. 


The whole course of the sun was 


twenty-four parasangs, or 360 degrees, 
and each parasang or hour was sub- 
divided into sixty minutes. 


Hipparchus, the Greek philosopher, 


who lived 150 B. C., introduced the 
Babylonian hour into Europe, and, 
carried along by traditional knowl 
edge down through the middle ages, it 
survived the French revolution, which 
endeavored to reduce every me?.sure 
to decimal system of reckoning, so 
that the measure of time continues 
sexagesimal or Babylonian.

Tom Jones, Survivor of Doolin- 


Dalton Gang, Revives 


His Great Fight. 


REFORMED IN PRISON 


Finds Town Where Gang Made Head- 


quarters Now Deserted—With One 


Exception He Is Only Survivor 


of Famous Band. 


Ingalls, Okla.—Tom Jones came back 


to this little town the other day and 
saw a lot of ghosts. He was a mem- 
ber of the Dalton gang in the old days, 
and took part in the fight here be- 
tween 17 deputy United States mar- 
shals and six outlaws. 


Tom Jones, known as Arkansas Kid, 


is the only survivor of the bandits in 
that battle He served more than sev- 
enteen years in the peuitentiary lor 
his part of it. He was scarcely twen- 
ty years of age when he was captured. 
Because of the high standing of his 
family and the iact that he had been 
an outlaw only a short time he was 
finally pardoned. He became deeply 
religious while in prison and has lived 
an exemplary life since his release. 


When the 
Cherokee Strip was 


opened to settlement in 1893 the in- 
land town of Ingalls, in eastern Fayne 
county, had hopes of becoming a city. 


The outlaw gang headed by Bill Doo- 


!in and Bill Dalton passed muc'. of 
their time at Ingalls. 


Place Is Now Deserted. , 


They had been cowboys on ranches 


in that part of Oklahoma long before 
the country was opened to settlement. 
Many of their old-time friends lived in 
Ingalls and in the surrounding coun- 
try. In their home communities the 
outlaws paid for all they got, respect- 
ed social amenities, suppressed disor- 
der, helped the poor and the sick, and 
in most instances were true to their 
friends. They let it be known, how- 
ever, that any attempt at their betray- 
al would be punished by death. 


Tom Jones shivered when he looked 


over the deserted townsite of Ingalls. 
Even the hotel from which he directed 
his Winchester fire upon the officers 
was gone—moved to StPlwater, where 
It is now occupied as a residence. 


On that day Tom Jones saw Bill Dal- 


ton, Bill Doolin, Bitter Creek (George 
Newcombe), Dynamite Dick (right 
name unknown) and Tulsa Jack (Bill 
Blake), all in their prime. Looking

He was tried and sentenced to 50 


years in the penitentiary. With the 
exception of Emmett Dalton, Jones to- 
day is '.he only survivor of the Doolin- 
Da!tor, outlaw organization in Okla- 
homa.

Sweeping Decision Handed Down by 


Chief Justice Sustains Government's 
Interpretation of Measure. 


The supreme court upheld the in- 


come tax law in a decision given by 
Chief Justice 
White, 
which swept 


aside all the many objections to it=> 
constitutionality in whole or in part. 


Chief Justice White announced the 


decision in the case of Frank R. Brush- 
aber, stockholder of the Union Pacific 
railroad, who sought to enjoin the 
company from paying the tax on the 
ground that it was unconstitutional. 


Most of Justice White's opinion was 


directed toward oven-ruling the con- 
tention that the income tax amend- 
ment provided 
a 
hitherto unknown 


power of taxation. 
Going tar into 


the history of the income tax legisla- 
tion, the chief justice concluded the 
argument was without merit. Advanc- 
ing to ether points, the chief justice 
held that the tax was not unconstitu- 
tional because it was retroactive. 


The argument that the law was un- 


constitutional because labor, agricul- 
tural and horticultural and such or- 
ganizations were exempt, 
the chief 


justice held, was answered by decis- 
ions under the corporation tax law. 
He said the point was only another 
Illustration of an erroneous assump- 
tion that the tax was imposed under a 
new power conferred upon the govern- 
ment by the sixteenth amendment, 
whereas it was a power recognized to 
exist from the beginning of the gov- 
ernment, and thus decisions defining 
the taxing power previously rendered 
were applicable to it. 


Then grouping a number cf othei 


contentions against the law, all based 
on the clause of the constitution ie 
quiring uniformity in taxation, Chief 
Justice White pronounced 
them all 


lacking in merit, because of previous. 
decisions which determined that the 
clause exacted only a geographical 
uniformity.
